VENOMOUS REPTILES. 


The Astonishingly Large Rate of Mortal- 


ity from Serpentine Venom. 
If the published figures are at all ac- 
curate, from twelve to twenty thou- 
sand persons die in British India from 
snake bite, largely from that of the cobra, 
which is a serpent of domestic habits. That 
the reptile was not long ago exterminated 
from all inhabited localities, says a writer 
in the Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette, is 
owing to the fact that it is worshiped by 
many of the natives. Evento-dayin Mala- 
bar Hill, the most fashionable Europeaa 
quarter of Bombay, «4 short tune played on 
@ musical instrument rarely fails to bring a 
cobra out of some hole gr crevice, for native 
veneration is too much for English caution. 
The natives are the chief sufferers from 
this folly. Very few Englishmen have

been bitten, for they do not walk out bare- 

footed, and usually take a cane to poke the 

grass through which they walk. We be-

Martinique 
and the neighboring islands of St. Lucia 
each report a mortality from serpentine 
venom rivaling that of India, for each of these 
islands is overrun with the fer de lance, a 
tiercely aggressive viper, which has the 
peculiarity of giving birth to sixty little 
snakes at once.

cousin of the Indian cobra, but more ag- 
gressive and irritable, and the mamba, | 
which runs down its victims, are the princi- 
pal remaining poisonous serpents of Africa. | 
There are green, black and flame-colored 
mambas, the last mentioned being often 
crested. The mambas sometimes reach a 
length of twelve feet, and are known to have 
chased a horseman for miles. Their bite is 
almost certain death. 

A survey of the serpentine kingdom es- 
tablishes the fact that the most poisonous 
snakes are afraid of human beings. The 
chief exception are the mamba, tbe naia 
haje and the great ophiophagus elaps, or 
hamadryad,. of Burmah. This creature, 
which rivals the mamba in length, has an 
expanding head like the cobra and naia 
haje, but differs from both in some anatom- 
ica: particulars and also in the °fact that it 
ig @ Cannibal, living principally on other 
snakes. One of them chased a Burman in 
the woods a few yearsago. The man ran, 
and thought to escape by swimming across 
a narrow stream. To his horror,on reach- 
ing the farther bank he found that the snake 
had crossed ahead of him. In his despair he 
tore off his turban and threw it at the rep- 
tile. The latter was obliging enough to go 
for the white rag and waste his venom 
upon it, the man meanwhile making his es- 


* The mambas are principally found in 
Natal, though they exist to some extent as 
far north as Zanzibar, and may even have 
spread as far as the desert. We have found 
no mention of their presence in Egypt or in 
the Sinaitic Peninsula. There is nothing in 
their habits, however, which would exclude 
them from the Northern tropics and shb- 
tropics, for they flourish under similar cli- 
maticinfluences south ofthe line. We no- 
tice that an item is on its travels to the ef- 
fect that the “serpents” which killed so 
many of the Israelites during their exodus

From some of these monsters the dragons 
#na griffins which figure in the folk lore 
of all nations were undoubtedly depicted. 
They have happily gone, never to return, as 
shave most of the rattlesnakes which former- 
ly infested our oldest States. To this day, 
however, an occasional rattler is killed in 
the Blue Hills of Milton, less than a dozen 
miles from Boston, and the sea serpent, an 
apparently solitary relic of the saurian 
Mays, every now and then makes his ap- 
‘pearance in the ocean. 

Recent travelers in Alaska have heard 
rom the Indians, though their faith has not 
been strengthened by sight, that herds of 
mastodon are yet feeding in the almost in- 
accessible interior pastures of our new pos- 
sessions. We hope the story may prove to 
be true, and that a paleozoic specimen may 
yet be on exhibition in our menageries. Our 
belief is not strong in that direction, how- 
@ver, though when one has seen the octo- 
pus, or devil fish, first brought into promi- 
nence by Victor Hugo, he is prepared to be- 
lieve almostany thing. The choice wdéuld 
not be a pleasant one, but in the alterna- 
tive of being bitten by a naia or mamba, or 
of being cupped to death by an octopus, we 
think most persons would choose the for- 
mer.

The following are 
some of the reasons: First—Man- 
ufacturers stocked up heavily after 
election, the usual demand at that 
time being one of the causes of the 
advance. Second—Tiggre has never 
been atime when the mills have 
been using s0 much foreign stock 
in some form or other. One of 
the worst features of the foreign 
competition has been the importa- 
tions of fine scoured wool, carded 
and combed, and then broken up, 
to imitate waste. As one pound 
of this so-called waste takes the 
place of nearly four peunds of 
American weool,in the condition 
in which it is usually marketed, it 
is estimated that the quantity im- 
ported in one year is equal to the 
wiole clip of Ohio. The Treasury 
Department, under the present 
Administration, has taken steps te 
stop the fraudulent importations 
of such sceured wool as is manu- 
factured for the purpose of aveid- 
ing proper duties. The firmness 
of holders of wool since the elec- 
tion has been based mostly on 
what was expected from the pres- 
ent Treasury Department with 
regard to changes in the Customs 
rulings. Their prompt action on 
the waste matter meets with the 
favor of the trade, but up to this 
time there has been no official rul- 
ing with regard to the more im- 
portant matter of worsted cloths, 
which, it is believed, have been 


heretofere improperly classified. 


The Appraisers of Philadelphiaare 
now classifying them the same as 
other woolen cloth, but we are not 
aware that such action has been 
taken in other ports. The value 
of wool the coming season hinges 
almost wholly upon the action the 
Treasury Department will take on 
this matter. If they sustain the 
Philadelphia Appraiser, wool will, 
without doubt, continue on the 
present basis, which was reached 
after the election, mainly in an- 
ticipation of such rulings. 


THE testimony taken before the 
Senate Committee on -Commerce, 
holding its session in New York, 
is conclusive asto the effect the 
Canadian Pacific Railway has upon 
American reads. President Smith 
of the New York Chamber of 
Commerce said that the Canadian 
Pacific had been of great advan- 
tage to large shippers in certain 
localities in Maine, which were en- 
abled to send their goods direct te 
Chicage as cheap as they could 
land them in New York or Boston. 
There are two reasons why the 
Canadian Pacific can  under- 
bid the American roads for 
freight. First, the subsidy it 
receives from the Government 
raises it above the necessity of 
making receipts equal to expendi- 
tures, and, second, the Canadian 
road is at liberty to fix its local 
rates to suit itself, while the Amer- 
ican roads are not. Chauncey M. 
Depew recently suggested as a 
remedy for this unfair competi- 
tion the construction or purchase 
of a grand trunk line from New 
York to San Francisce, which 
should be subsidized by theGovern- 
ment and thus enabled to compete 
with the Canadian subsidized line. 
This proposition raises the ques- 
tion if it is good policy to take the 


business of transportation off of a| 


business basis. A grand trunk: 

line subsidized by the Government 
' would be as unfair a competitor 
against other American lines as 
the Canadian Pacificis at present 
against the American ‘roads.

Sickening Brutality. 

Cuicaeo, May 13.—The testimony 
taken at~the Cook County Insane 
Asylum to-day showed that there were 
1,000 inmates with room fur only 600; 
that attendants were insufficient and 
food bad. Evidence was also intro- 
duced to the effect that. patients were 
fed pigs’ heads for an entire year, with 
potatoes for vegetables once a week. 
There was no service, and the patients 
fought for the possession of the eed 


tabs, with the result that the weak got 
none, and that over fifty of the in- 
mates became afflicted with scurvy. 

One of the medical staff testified 
that in one ward there are 28 patients 
with only nine rooms, or an average of 
threé in each room. It was. absolutely 
necessary to have one or two in some 
of the rooms, so that four persons 
were crowed .into others. These 
The 
beds are 244 feet wide, but in many 
cases two patients are forced to sleep 
in them.’ Under such circumstances, 
with insufficient attendance, the pa- 
tients would climb over their cots and 
fight, and medical attendants were 
f uently called six or eight times in 
a single night to go ‘to patients who 
were attempting to commit murder or 
suicide.
